Lowe, AG strive to 
end selective justice 


Protecting Michigan's citizens from 
scleclive justice is the focus of an 
initiative by more than a dozen 
biparusan legislators, including Rep. 
Allen Lowe, K-Grayling, to have the 
Stale allomey general investigate the 
handling of the 1993 prosecution of 
Dewoit police officers Larry Nevers 
and Walter Budzyn. 

Nevers and Budzyn are serving 
prison sentences, having been found 
guilty of 2nd-degree murder in the 
death of Malice Greene. 

“Our intenuon as policy makers 1s 
to ask the allorncy general to 
investigate that inal and repon back to 
us,” Lowe said. “We need to know if 
the case was mishandled and what we, 
as lawmakers, can do Wo prevent this 
type of injustice from happening 
again,” 

Lowe pointed out four incdents they 
want investigaicd: 

-Suppressing autopsy evidence. 

«Pay ing a prosecution witness nearly 
$600 in witness foes. 
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when you can move your clock 
back one whole hour and get some extra sleep. 
Now who couldn't use an extra hour of sleep? Enjoy! 
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*Having warrants that had been 
issued against prosecution witnesses 
removed from ue Law Enforcement 
Informauon Network before they 
tesufied. 

*Allowing Assistant Prosecutor 
Sharon McPhail to handle the 
Pprosecuuon, even though she had 
parbcipated in National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People demonstrations before the 
preliminary examination. 

“Public senument regarding the OJ. 
Simpson verdict shows that people in 
this country agree there is a problem 
with the criminal justice system,” 
Lowe saxd. “Although the Simpson 
tnal was not a reason for our acuons, 
il cerlainly supports our question of 
whether there is a selective justice 
system.” 

Lowe added that the investigation is 
not being requested as part of a racial 
issuc. “Lately I’ve been hearing from

November deer 
hunting forecast 


1995 November hunt looks good 


If weather permits, the 1995 deer 
season will be outstanding, according 
to officials of the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources. 

Michigan will have some of the 
best white-tailed deer hunting in North 
America. There will be more than 12 
million days of deer hunting recreation 
during archery, firearm, and 
muzzicloading seasons combincd, 
whichis more recreational opportunity 
than is provided in any other state or 
Canadian province. 

Deer hunting in Michigan is big 
business too. An expected 750,000 
individuals will spend more than $400 
million for food, lodging, 


tansporiauion, and cquipment to 
pursue deer hunting im Michigan. 

The harvest is expected to be 
415,000 deer, which will be a slight 
increase over 1994 (363,910). The 
record take of 452,490 deer was in 
1989, 

There were an estimated 1.8 to 2 
million deer in Michigan on October 
1, 1995, which is an increase from 1.8 
million in 1994, The DNR has set a 
goal to have a fall herd of 2.3 million 
dcer, 35 percent of which are antlered. 
Nearly all of the surplus deer, beyond 
population objectives are in the Upper 
Peninsula, where the DNR estimates 
there are twice as many deer as desired. 


District 7 -- Alcona, Arenac, Clare, 
Crawford, Gladwin, losco, Ogemaw, 
Oscoda and Roscommon counties 


Reduced anulerless harvests the past 
two years, another mild winter, and a 
good fawn crop the past two years 
have increased deer populations in 
much of the district 

Deer are most abundant in the 
southern and eastem counties of Clare, 
Gladwin, Arenac, Ogemaw and Iosco. 
Crawford and Roscommon counties 
have the lowest deer numbers and 
three deer management units (66, 77, 
and 94) remain “Ducks-unly— 
hunters, including archers, again this 
year. 


Deer populations are highest on 
private lands in the district, with 
numbers still below desired levels on 
many state and federal forest lands. 

Hunters will see more deer due to 
the good fawn crop this summer, and 
good over- winter survival of last year’s 
fawns. Archers during the carly bow 
season are reporting higher deer

sightings and good numbers of 1} 1/2- 
year-old bucks. 

Firearm season antlerless harvests 
have been reduced the past two seasons 
in an effort to rebuild the herd. This 
has proven successful, and eight new 
deer management unils were opened 
to antlerless harvest this year, and total 
antlerless permits were increased by 
76 percent over last season. 

Habitat conditions are in good 
shape aZiass mosi Of the district. 
Although some of the acom Crop is not 
as large as last year’s, a good to 
moderate acom crop ts found in many 
areas, and will be attractive to deer 
most of the fall. On state and federal 
forest lands, hunters should 
concentrale on areas that have had 
recent timber sales and hunt around 
the dense, young growth,

choose morality over legality | 


To the editor. 

* Re: Open letter to the residents and 
‘voters of Grayling Township. 

- Recently I attended the township 
meeting and was appalled by the 
actions and obvious partisan support 
‘of certain township board members 
for a project. The issue concerned the 
placement of the pavement on Clough 
Drive, a private road in the township. 
The township was petitioned to “loan” 
the money (it would be assessed at 8 

ent interest to future tax bills) for 

the project. The plat for the area 
provided for a 66-foot easement 
between the parcels of property, for a 
soad. The proposal for paving the 
proposed 14-foot-wide pavement is to 
be positioned six feet from the north 
side of the 66-foot casement. 

‘ In other words, the road will be 
gituated forever, six feet from the 
Property lines of those on the north 
side of the road, but 46 fect from the 
froperty owners on the south side of 
the road. In essence, the property 
owners on the south side of the road 
were awarded 46 feet of (tax free) 
frontage to their property by the 
township’ sapproval of the loan for the 
project. 

’ The arguments in favor of, inessence 
taking property away from some 
residents instead of others, was 
championed by Amie Stancil. One 
would have thought he might have had 


a vested interest in the project. 

During the sometimes heated 
discussion many issues were raised, 
such as “M-72 is not in the middle of 
the casement either.” 

I would ask any thinking person to 
answer the following questions. If you 
lived on the skle of M-72 that is in the 
closest proximity to your home, when 
you are sclling your property, how 
much interest will a prospective buyer 
have when you tell them that center of 
the casement adjacent to my property 
is really on the other side of the road? 
Ithas just cut the value of your property, 
because the road has in effect (maybe 
noi legally, but in reality,) made your 
property less valuable. Another 
question one might ask is which side 
of M-72 would you rather have your 
property on, the side that is closer or 
farther away from the edge of the road. 

I found it most amusing, and most 
sad, that a township in which my 
parents have voted, paid taxes and 
lived for more than a third ofa century, 
has only the responsibility to loan 
money (“to act as a banker”) and no 
responsibility to make moral decisions. 

Things are nght and wrong. People, 
even township officials, have, I believe, 
the obligation to support or not support 
Projects they feel are right or wrong. 

Only one member of the township 
board had the moral suasion to see the 
issue for whatit was, and vote no. That

Battered women’s lives are at risk. A 
batterer’s “loving” relationship with 
his children is not inconsistent with 
abuse or, -with domestic homickic.

Domestic violence is a costly and 
devastating problem in our society.

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March numbers don’ t really matter 


parking spots. 

There are about 135 acres in the 
Washington Mall area, and an elbow 
to elbow crowd can jam about 8,700 
people into an acre, allowing five 
square feet for each person, the park 
folks say. 

Taking into account all these 
factors...then park officials guess. 

They admit an error factor of up to 
20 percent, which could take the crowd 
up to a half-miilion. But apparently 
that’s how the “official” figure of 
400,000 came about. 

Enter Boston University’s Center 
for Remote Sensing (now there’s a 
grandiloquent calling), hired by ABC 
News, studying enhanced photos, 
using Square meters instead of square 
feet to measure density, and even 
counting shadows as representing 
bodies. 

The Boston method came up with a 
crowd of 870,000-—give or take a 25 
percent error factor, which means from 
655,000 to 1.1 million. 

Of course, all of these methods— 
even Mr. Farrakhan's—are just 
gucsscs.

IN THE FINAL analysis, what real 
difference does it make? 

Two million marchers would be the 
largest rally in Washington in recorded 
history. 

Even at 400,000 to 500,000, the

“official” estimates.

Inasense, these were negauve rallies 
whereas the Million Man March was a 
positive rally. 

The fact remains that the Million 
Man March was a huge, huge gathering 
of committed individuals who went to 
considerable personal trouble to make 
a statement of values.

State fire marshal. “A working smoke 
detector cuts the risk of dying in a 
home fire by half, and provides the 
cntical extra seconds that are needed 
to escape.” 


On Oct. 29, when it’s me to wm 
back the clocks, remember to take an 
extra minute to install fresh batteries 
in the smoke detectors throughout the 
house. A smoke detector is a family’s 
best defense against fire.

Research has shown several 
connections between food and 
some forms ofarthritis, such as 
gout. Researchers now consider 
weight to be a possible risk 
factor that increases the 
chances for developing certain 
kinds of arthritis. A recent 
study, funded in part by the

can lower their risk for 
developing osteoarthritis of the 
knee by losing weight.

Seniors urged to get flu shots 


Older Americans are urged to 
take precautions against the 
pneumonia and flu epidemics 
that come with the approach of 
winter. The cost of both 
pneumonia and flu vaccinations 
are covered by Medicare Part B 
(medical insurance) for those 
age 65 or older. 

Statistics show older people 
are twice as likely as younger 
persons to get pneumonia or 
flu. The public health service 
recommends an annual flu shot 
between mid-October and mid- 
November, for people over age 
65, even if they are generally 


healthy. Medicare Part B pays 
the reasonable approved 
arnount for either shot. If the 
cost exceeds the approved 
amount, the beneficiary is 
responsible for the difference. 
Generally, the cost will be paid 
if the vaccine is provided ata 
doctor's office or by a hospital, 
skilled nursing facility, home 
health agency, rural health 
clinic, federally qualified health 
center, outpatient physical 
therapy provider, or by a 
comprehensive outpatient 
rehabilitation facility, orHealth 
Maintenance Organization.

Highway deer check 
stations open Nov. 16-19 


Three Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) highway deer check 
stations will be open Nov. 16-19, for 
hunters to have their deer examined by 
DNR staff, who will gather data for 
use in the management of Michigan’s 
deer herd, Hunters who bring in their 
deer will be awarded a successful deer 
hunter patch. 

All three of these stations will be 
open 10 a.m. & 6 p.m., Nov. 16-19: 

«1-75 at the Birch Run weigh station, 
2.5 miles north of Birch Run. 

*US-27 at the rest area south of 
Shepherd. 

*US-131 at the rest area south of Big 
Rapids. 

Hunters who stop at the check 
stations are encouraged to have their 


deer in an accessible location on the 
vehicle so DNR staff can easily 
examine teeth and measure antler 
diameters. DNR staff will record the 
location where the deer was taken and 
the deer’s age, sex, and other important 
data to help evaluate the condition of 
the deer herd for future management. 

In addition to the highway check 
stations, deer may be examined at DNR 
offices. Because many field offices 
have restricted hours, telephone first 
to confirm the hours and location. To 
locate the nearest DNR check station 
(which may be a state game area, park, 
or recreation area), contact your DNR 
district office listed on page 33 in the 
1995-96 Michigan Hunting and 
Trapping Guide.

‘It's a basic safety 
rule in hunting which helps keep all of 
us safe.”

Anyone sighting 
damage to telephone equipment should 
noufy GTE’s repair service at 1 -800-

expected by end of October 


This year, the Department of Natural 
Resources embarked on a 
computerized licensing system to 
better serve hunters, anglers and state 
park visitors in the state. In addition to 
streamlining license purchases, the 
Retail Sales System (RSS) is also 
designed to manage the application 
process and drawings for hunts where 
hunter parucipaon is limited. The 
1995 Bear Hunt was the first 
application of the new drawing system, 

More than 25,000 bear hunters 
applied for 5,596 kill tags this year. 
Successful applicants were mailed a 
lag, allowing them to harvest one adult 
bear during the Sept. 10 through Oct. 


26 hunting season. Ali remaining 
applicants are refunded the application 
fee amount ($14.35 for residents: 
$150.35 for won-residents) unless they 
requested 3 parucipauon licensee, which 
were mailed at the same ume as harvest 
lags. 

Bear hunter refunds have been 
delayed, due to technical problems 
involving the communication link 
between RSS and the department's 
computenzed accoumung program. 

Computer consultants are presenuy 
working to resolve the problem. 
Hunters may expect to receive their 
application fee by the end of October.

shallow box with a screen bouom. 
There was a different box for cach of 
the different kinds of seeds. The largest 
screen was for red pine, the smallest 
was for spruce, which was over 
100,000 seeds per pound. The shallow 


, box, called a rubbing screen, would 


contain not only the seeds, but scales 
from the cones, twigs and other debris. 
The man working his 12-hour shift 
would then put on a pau of bearher 
matiens and rub the contents of the box 
back and fomh over the screen, 
loosen the wing attached to cach seed. 
In nature, the wings would enable the 
wind lo disperse the seeds as the cones 
opened, 

Keep inmunt that the employee was 
attempting to keep a uniform 
temperature in the ovens, put any 
opencd cones through the wmbling 
process, amd shovel cones down from 
the lofi to keep the ovens full. With the 
wings loosened from the seeds, ube 
final, but often long process, was wo 
separate the seeds from all the debnis. 
The contents of the rubbing screen 
box were dumped into a fanning mill. 
The fanning mill has two screens which 
move back and forth. The sop screen 
allows the seeds and fine debris to fall 
through, and the second screen caiches 
the secd, but lets fine debris fall 
through. The fanning mill was initially 
cranked by hand, and later by an 
ckecire motor. Cranking too fast, or 
rod using the proper bel on the pulleys, 
could blow everything out, 90 care had 
to be exercised. To get the seeds really 
clean, they had to be put through the 
fanning mill several times. Once the 
sceds weee finally clean, they were put 
into milk cans for storage, in the 
basement of the cone bar, until 
planting Ume in the spring. 

In the course of a 24-hour day, some 
18 to 25 pounds of seeds could be 
extracted from about 25 bushels of 
cones. Notes indicate the whole 
process of extraction gencrated large 
quantities of dust, causing respiratory 
problems for the men working in the 
cone bam.
